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DEATH ENDS NOTABLE CA- 
REER OF T. P. O'CONNOR, 


“FATHER” BRITISH HOUSE OF 
COMMONS 


London, Nov. 18.—Cheered in his 
last moments by the blessing of the 
pope and a message of solicitude and 
sympathy from King George, 
Thomas Power O'Connor, known as 
“Tay Pay” and “father of the house 
of commons,” died at 3:16 a. m, to- 
day. He was 81 years old. 

Death came as the result of a 
septic condition in one leg, which 
ten days ago incapacitated the aged 
parliamentar'an and gradually 
weakened him until Saturday when 
he lapsed into a coma. Most of his 


last hours were spent in this wise, | 


although he occassionally revived. 

He was active up until death, tak- 
ing a prominent part in parliamen- 
tary activities and national politics, 
despite his age, He visited the U. 
8. early in 1928. Ill-health caught 
him soon after, but he insisted on 
running for his seat in the commons 
from Scotland division, Liverpool, 
at the last general election, despite 
his having to be wheeled about in 
an armchair. 

His mantle as “father of the house 
of commons,” now probably will fall 
on the shoulders of David Lloyd 
George, Liberal leader, who repre- 
sented Carnorvon, Wales, only five 
years less than Mr, O’Connor repre- 
sented Liverpool. 

Was Newspaperman 

O'Connor was born in Athlone, 
Ireland, October 5, 1848, and in 1870 
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migrated to London, where he enter- 
ed newspaper work. He entered 
parliament as a member for Galway 
in 1880, and in 1885 was chosen for 
both Galway and Liverpool but re- 
tained the latter. He continued his 
journalistic work until the time of 
his death, and often was called “the 
dean of Fleet strect.” He was the 
author of several books. 

His geniality won him a host of 
friends. 

British newspapers frequently car- 
ried his terse, witty comments on 
important questions of the day.

|McNeil of Calgary, has been with 
{her mother since early last week. 
|The end was not unexpected, as Mrs, 

Ives has been confined to bed for 
several months and for some Weeks

'has been a semi-invalid for the past 
|year or two, but during the past 
{summer she was often to be seen on 
|the streets in her wheel chair, and 
| when she met any of her old friends 
jand acquaintances she always had 
a cheery word for all of them. 

She was a woman of beautiful 
character, much beloved and widely 
| known by a large circle of friends in 
‘Southern Alberta. 

Born in Quebec 


Mrs. Ives was born at Compton 
Quebec, in March, 1851, where she 


| grew up and wes married in her na-’ 


tive town to George C. Ives of the 
| same place. Mr. and Mrs. Ives with 
|their son and daughter came West in 
/1880 and first settled in Pincher 
| Creek district where Mr. Ives was 
engaged in ranching. There were 


very few white women in the country | 
in these early days, so that Mrs. | 
| Ives was really and truly a pioneer! 
in the fullest sense of the term. In| 
these early days she was very high- | 


ly esteemed, as the door of her 
hospitable home was always open, 
and a hearty welcome extended to 
neighbor or stranger. 

Thirty-four years ago Mr. and 
Mrs. Ives moved to Macleod where 
they resided the remainder of their 
days. Mr. Ives died in Macleod 
seven years ago, and was buried in 
the Pincher Creek cemetery. 

A funeral service for the late Mrs. 
George C. Ives was held at the home 
of the deceased on Monday morning, 
November, 18th, at 11 o’clock, con- 
ducted by the Rev. F. Randall 
Powell, Rector of Christ Church, 
(Anglican), Macleod. After the 
service the funeral cortege left for 
Pincher Creek, the Rey. Mr. Powell 
accompanied and conducted the 
burial service at the cemetery at 
Pincher Creek.
